After  allowing  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  the  Ee^strar 
General  *s  figures  show  that  there  were  4-3 1 "births  (212  hoys  and  219 
girls)  in  the  Rural  District  during  I969  being  k2  less  births  than  in 

Of  these  births  26  were  illegitimate.  This  is  6,03^  of  the  total 
live  births,  as  compared  with  4.66^  in 

The  birth  rate  of  any  area  is  dependent  upon  the  composition 
of  the  population  in  that  area.  Obviously  a population  with  a hi^ 
proportion  of  persons  of  child  bearing  age  will  have  more  births  per 
1 ,000  of  the  population  than  an  area  with  an  imduly  large  nvimber  of 
people  in  the  older  age  groups.  To  enable  the  birth  rates  of  different 
areas  to  be  compared,  the  Registrar  General  provides  a comparability 
factor  for  each  Local  Authority  ar*ea,  which  standardises  the  birth 
rate  of  each  area  and  facilitates  con^arison.  The  birth  rate  for  the 
Rural  District  adjusted  in  this  manner  is  increased  from  16,78  to 
17.62  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  I6.3O.

Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  Rural  District  during 
1969  was  149.  Of  these  7 were  deaths  of  non-residents  and  were 
transferred  to  the  district  in  which  the  persons  ordinarily  resided. 
There  were,  on  the  other  hand  155  deaths  of  Rural  District  residents 
registered  outside  the  District,  (78  at  Taunton  hospitals  and  77 
elsewhere).  The  total  corrected  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the 
District  was  297  (157  males  and  I40  females).  This  was  20  more  than 
the  previous  year  and  gave  a crude  death  rate  of  11.57  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

The  crude  death  rate  cannot  be  used  to  compax-e  the  mortality 
with  that  of  other  districts,  as  the  populations  of  all  areas  are  not 
similarly  constituted  as  regards  age  and  sex  distribution.  The 
Registrar  G-eneral  therefore  supplies  a comparability  factor  and  the 
crude  death  rate  multiplied  by  this  figure  can  then  be  compared  with 
that  for  the  country  as  a whole,  or  for  any  other  local  area  similarly 
adjusted.  The  standardised  death  rate  so  obtained  was  11,34  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  and  this  is  compared  with  11.9  for  England  and 
Wales.

Of  the  297  deaths,  heart  disease  caused  roughly  1 in  every  3 
(males  58,  females  50).  It  represented  of  the  total  deaths  from 
all  causes  and  was  equivalent  to  a death  rate  of  4*21  per  ; ,000  of  the 
population.

74  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  It  is  therefore 
welcomed  that  an  effective  vaccine  against  the  disease  has  heen 
produced  and  a national  vaccination  campaign  is  about  to  be  undertaken. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  (infantile  Paralysis) 

No  cases  were  notified. 

Tuberculosis 

2 new  eases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  only  one  death  was  attributed  to  the  disease.  The  number  of  eases 
on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  31  o'! 2, 69  was  49» 

The  very  low  incidence  of  deaths  due  to  tuberculosis  was 
maintained  and  reflects  the  efficacy  of  modem  treatment.  All  new 
cases  are  thoroughly  investigated  and  all  known  close  contacts  are 
invited  to  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  for  investigation. 

B.C.G-.  ¥accination 


In  order  to  raise  the  immunity  of  school  leavers  to 
tuberculosis,  vaccination  with  B.C.G-,  vaccine  was  offered  to  all 
children  between  the  ages  of  12  and  13  years  attending  schools  in  the 
Mid-Somerset  Divisional  Area,  721  accepted  the  offer  and  received  a 
preliminary  skin  test,  the  ®Heaf  Test*,  to  determine  whether  they 
had,  in  fact,  already  expeiienced  some  infection  with  tuberculosis. 
575  of  these  gave  negative  results  and  were  vaccinated  with  the 
B.C.&,  Vaccine. 

Food  Poisoning 

3 cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified.  They 
involved  two  households  in  one  of  which  two  further  cases  occurred. 
Extensive  bacteriological  examinations  failed  to  isolate  any 
causative  organism, 

Immimi.sation  and  Vaccination 


Immunisation  and  vaccination  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  are  now  entirely  carried  out 
by  general  practitioners  under  the  County  Council  scheme  utilising 
a computer  to  deal  with  the  administrative  aspects.  This  scheme  is 
working  sa-tlsfsygtorily  and  it  will  certainly  result  in  raising  still 
farther  the  gasar’al  level  of  immunisation  of  the  commimity.

Ca,ses  of  infectious  diseases  needing  hospital  treatment,  or 
isolation,  are  admitted  to  Taunton  Isolation  Hospital, 

The  new  Outpatients  Department  at  Bridgwater  Hospital  has  been 
completed  and  is  proving  very  satisfactory.  Unfortunately,  because  of 
financial  restrictions,  the  South  Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  have 
put  back  their  plans  to  improve  the  Casualty  and  X-Ray  Departments  in  the 
old  building.  However  the  Chest  Clinic  has  now  been  transferred  from  the 

Health  Centre  at  Mount  Street  to  the  new  Outpatients  Department  at 

Bridgwater  General  Hospital,  The  Special  Clinic,  for  the  investigation 
and  treatment  of  sexually  transmitted  diseases  has  also  been  transferred 
from  the  Health  Centre  to  the  General  Hospital,  Attendances  at  the 
Special  Clinic  during  19^9  were  as  follows

Gancern-ls -felt  at  the  delay  in  providing  a now  District  General 
Hospital  for  T/Vest  Somerset  and  representations  have  been  made  to  the  South 
Western  Regional  Hospital  Board  to  secure  improvement  of  facilities  in 
exd. sting  hospitals  as  an  interim  measure. 

It  ves  hoped  that  when  the  Chest  and  Special  Clinics  were  transferred 
from  the  Health  Centre,  the  opportunity  could  be  taken  to  provide  surgery 
aocommodation  for  general  medical  practitioners  at  the  Centre,  All  doctors 
practicing  in  the  town  were  informed  and  initially  the  interest  shown  was 
encouT'agj.ng  br.t  detailed  discussions  revealed  that  the  number  v/ho  were 
3JLkely  to  practice  from  the  Health  Centre  w.as  insufficient  to  justify 
the  alterations  which  would  be  necessary  and  the  jjroject  was  dropped. 
Consideration  is  now  being  given  to  transferring  the  Area  Health  Office 
from  King  Squ.are  to  the  Health  Centre,  in  order  to  make  better  use  of 
available  accommodation. 
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Ants-Natal  Clinics 


No  Local  Authority  Ante-Natal  Clinics  are  held  in  the  area, 
supervision  being  conducted  by  G-eneral  Practitioners  and  ladwives. 

A number  of  expectant  mothers  attend  at  the  Clinic,  at  the  Health  Centre, 
Mount  Street,  Bridgwater,  when  blood  samples  are  taken  for  determination 
of  blood  groups,  Rhesus  Pantor  etc.  Up  to  17th  December,  19^9,  when  the 
clinic  was  discontinued  760  persons  attended.  The  corresponding  figure 
for  the  previous  year  was  791 , This  work  is  now  undertalcen  by  family 
doctors  as  part  of  their  ante-natal  service. 

Infant  Welfare 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  for  which  the  County  Council  are 
responsible,  are  held  at  Ashcott,  Cannington,  Edington,  East  Huntspill, 

West  Huntspill,  Moorland,  Nether  Stowey,  North  Petherton,  Pawlett,  Spaxton, 
Westonzoyland  and  Vtoolavington, 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  - Section  hi 

A niimber  of  cases  were  assisted  through  informal  action, 
and  in  no  case  was  it  necessary  for  the  Council  to  take  statutory 
action  to  sec\ire  the  admission  of  an  old  person  to  suitable  accommodation. 


Home  Help  Service 

Q3ais  service  is  provided  by  the  County  Coiincil,  with  local 
administration  by  the  Home  Help  Organiser,  with  an  office  at  the  Health 
Centre,  Mount  Street,  Bridgwater. 

The  Home  Helps  have  provided  a very  vsg^uable  service  and  much 
assistance  was  given  to  needy  cases.  Dxiring  th^  year  209  cases 
received  assistance.

Welfare  of  Old  People 

The  Rural  District  Council  assist  the  W.V.S.  in  providing 
Meals  on  Wheels  for  old  people,  and  this  worthwhile  service  is  greatly 
appreciated  by  the  recipients.  The  scheme  is  at  present  operating  in 
certain  parts  of  the  District,  but  it  is  hoped  to  extend  the  sernrice 
whenever  there  is  need.  An  average  of  35*“4-0  meals  per  week  are 
distributed.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  North  Petherton  scheme  providing  for  the  provision  of  an 
efficient  sewage  treatment  works  at  an  estimated  cost  of  ^0,000  is  well 
advanced,  and  work  has  eonaaenced  on  the  scheme  for  reseweidng  the  village 
of  Nether  Stowej  and  the  provision  of  a treatment  works  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  f175#Q00o  ’ » 

The  feasability  stui^y  undertaken  by  the  Coxmcils'  consulting 
engineers  has  shown  that  there  would  be  an  advantage  in  constructing 
two  trunk  sewers  to  serve  villages  situated  north  and  south  of  the 
Polden  Hills  and  to  take  sewage  to  the  river  Parrett,  where  again  there 
would  be  advantage  in  joining  with  the  Borough  of  Bridgwater  and  the 
Urban  District  of  Burnham  on  Sba  in  order  that  two  large  sewage  treatment 
works  could  deal  with  the  combined  areas.  Discussions  with  the 
neighbouring  authorities  are  in  progress. 


Water  Supplies 

Sampling  of  Water  Supplies  was  continued  and  results  generally 
were  highly  satisfactory.  In  those  cases  where  results  were  not  up  to 
standard  no  special  measiires  other  than  increasing  chloiination  were 
necessary.

STAFF 


The  staff  of  the  Department  consists  of  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  two  Additional  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  female  clerk-typist. 

COMPLAINTS  AND  NUISAHCES 

The  number  of  complaints  investigated  during  the  year  was  105*  In 
most  cases  nuisances  were  abated  as  a result  ©f  informal  action  and  it  was  only 
found  necessary  to  serve  I*.  Statutory  Notices*  On  inspection  a number  of 
complaints  were  found  to  be  not  justified  and  no  further  action  was  taken  in 
regard  to  them* 

Of  the  nuisances  found,  87  were  abated  during  the  year*  The  number 
of  visits  made  in  connection  with  nuisances  was  230* 

The  pig-rearing  tanit  at  Westonzoyland  finally  closed  in  June,  and 
no  animals  are  now  kept  at  the  premises* 

The  increasing  us#  of  intensive  farming  methods  continues  to  produce 
problems,  particularly  from  the  large  amounts  of  waste  materials  which  have  to 
be  disposed  of*  Complaints  chiefly  arise  from  the  operation  of  intensive 
poailtry  and  pig-keeping  unitSj,  and  the  concentration  of  large  numbers  of 
animals  or  birds  in  a relatively  small  space  results  in  almost  inevitable 
nuisance*  The  quantity  of  manure  produced  rises  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  animals  or  birds  kept  and  there  is  often  insufficient  land  available  for 
its  disposal. 

During  the  past  few  years,  many  complaints  have  been  received, 
particularly  during  the  summer  months  of  offensive  smell  from  an  intensive  pig 
farm  in  the  parish  of  Greinton*  This  unit  is  operated  on  a very  large  scale 
and  there  have  been  as  maiy  as  11,000  pigs  on  the  premises.  Disposal  of 
manure  and  washing-down  water  is  by  spraying  over  agricultural  land,  and  also 
by  pumping  to  a large  open  lagoon.  Both  these  methods  are  of  course,  open  to 
objections,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  find  a more  suitable  means  of 
disposal*  The  owners  are  now  treating  the  effluent  with  chlorine  in  an 
endeavour  to  minimise  the  smell,  but  this  has  brought  about  very  little 
improvement*  The  situation  is  made  all  the  more  difficult  by  the  presence  of 
three  large  open  pits  into  which  whey  is  pumped  and  stored  for  feeding  to  the 

pigs. 

Heavy  rainfall  was  experienced  in  the  autumn  and  many  complaints  were 
received  in  regard  to  leaking  roofs  and  dampness  in  walls  and  floors. 
Difficulties  were  also  experienced  with  septic  tank  drainage  systems  where 
subsoil  water  rose  to  an  abnormally  high  level* 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Samples  of  water  for  bacteriological  examination  are  taken  at 
monthly  intervals  from  the  three  sources  of  supply  serving  most  of  the  District 
and  are  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Musgrove  Park  Hospital, 
Tavmton  for  examination* 

A total  of  k.6  visits  was  made  in  connection  with  water  supply 
during  the  year* 
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HOUSIN& 


The  total  number  of  visits  under  the  Housing  Acts  was  51 1 * the 
number  of  separate  houses  inspected  being  324.* 

As  in  previous  years  a considerable  number  of  informal  notices 
were  sent  to  owners,  and  these  were  followed  up  where  necessary  with 
re-inspections  and  negotiations  with  property  owners  and  their  agents  or 
builders  to  consider  details  of  the  required  repairs. 

The  second  stage  of  the  North  Petherton  trunk  road  improvement 
scheme,  which  will  require  the  clearance  of  a number  of  unsatisfactory 
properties,  is  awaiting  decision  on  proposals  for  redevelopment  of  the  area* 

The  number  of  applications  for  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants 
continues  to  be  satisfactorjo 

66  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  Improvement  Grants* 

During  the  year  39  houses  were  repaired  and  improved  as  a result 
of  the  service  of  informal  notices* 

8 houses  were  represented  as  iinfit  for  human  habitation,  and 
incapable  of  being  rendered  fit  at  reasonable  cost  and  6 Demolition  Orders 
and  1 Closing  Order  were  made  by  the  Councal.*  In  1 case  the  Council 
agreed  to  accept  an  undertaking  to  carry  out  works  within  a stipulated  time* 
8 houses  subject  to  Demolition  Orders  were  demolished  diiring  the  year. 

4 families  were  transferred  during  the  year  from  condemned  houses 
into  Council  houses. 

12  visits  were  made  to  houses  in  respect  to  which  grants  had  been 
made  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act*

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SHOFS  AM)  RAILWAY  PREMISES. 


87  visits  were  made  under  the  Offices ^ Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963e  7-  of  the  76  registered  premises  received  a general  inspection. 

Six  registrations  were  cancelled  by  reason  of  changed  circumstances  and  four 
new  premises  were  registered. 

The  number  of  persons  employed  in  registered  premises  was  240 
comprising  93  males  and  147  females.'  ■ ■ 

One  accident  was  reported  in  which  a young  lady  employee  at  a cafe 
lacerated  a finger  whilst  feeding  meat  into  a food  mixer.  The  matter  was 
fully  investigated  and  the  main  cause  of  the  accident  was  the  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  employee  to  use  the  proper  instrument  provided. 

BAKEHOUSES . 

14  visits  were  made  to  the  7 bakehouses  in  the  District  and  where 
defects  or  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found  informal  notices  were  served. 

FOOD  HY&IENE. 

As  in  previous  years  a considerable  amount  of  time  has  been  spent 
on  the  inspection  of  premises  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  397 
inspections  have  been  made  of  the  31?  premises  in  the  District.  The 
standard  of  hygiene  in  food  premises  continues  to  be  good  and  of  the 
deficiences  found  most  were  of  a minor  nature.  It  is  commonly  found  that 
store  rooms  and  other  food  premises  to  which  the  public  do  not  have  access 
are  not  maintained  to  the  same  high  standard  as  shops.  The  importance  of 
proper  storage  of  food  under  hygienic  conditions  is  being  constantly 
brought  to  the  hotice  of  food  traders. 

Where  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  were  found,  informal 
action  was  taken  which  resulted  in  52  deficiences  being  remedied,  most  of 
which  were  of  a minor  nature.  In  addition,  the  following  improvements  in

There  are  four  licensed  slaughterhouses  iii  the  District,  three  of 
which  are  used  exclusively  for  the  wholesale  trade,  and  the  other  is  used 
for  both  wholesale  and  retail  purposes* 

Most  of  the  meat  produced  at  the  wholesale  slaughterhouses  is  sent 
to  the  London  wholesale  markets,  but  a comparatively  small  amount  goes  to 
local  retail  butchers. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  decreased  by  10^  of  the 
previous  years  total.

The  poultry  packing  station  at  Nether  Stowey  is  being  operated 
satisfactorily  and  31  visits  were  made  to  it  during  the  year*  The 
number  of  birds  processed  was  i,956,940|  most  of  these  were  broilers,  but 
a few  capons  were  also' dealt  with* 

Approximately  1^  of  birds  (approximately  19>500)  yfere^

The  capacity  of  the  factory  has  been  considerably  increased  by

The  preparation  of  such  large  numbers  of  poultry  involves  the 
use  of  a considerable  amount  of  water  with  a corresponding  increase  in 
the  quantity  of  effluent  t©  be  dealt  with*  The  present  drainage 
arrangements  of  the  premises  are  totally  ;inadequate  to  deal  efficiently 
with  the  volume  and  strength  of  sewage  produced,  but  negotiations  are  in 
progress  to  discharge  effluent  to  the  Nether  Stowey  treatment  works, 
construction  of  which  is  due  to  commence  early  in  1970o 

WASTE  FOOD  BQILUTG  PLA!7TS« 


There  are  now  5 licensed  waste  food  boiling  plants  in  the 
District,  to  which  17  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 
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MOVEA.BLE  SWELLINGS. 


172  visits  were  made  during  the  year  in  connection  with 
moveable  dwellings* 

There  are  20  caravan  and  camping  sites  in  the  District,  all  of 
which  are  sisalle  In  addition,  there  are  34  caravans  on  individual  sites. 

As  in  previous  years  complaints  were  received  in  regard  to  the 
objectionable  habits  of  ^psies  occupying  camping  sites  whilst  working 
for  produce  merchants  in  the  harvesting  of  peas  and  foot  crops. 

For  a considerable  time  the  Council  have  been  seriously 
concerned  about  the  gypsj  problem  in  the  area  and  various  proposals  for 
dealing  with  the  matter  have  been  explored. 

Work  is  now  proceeding  on  the  construction  of  a camp  for 
gypsies  on  land  owned  by  the  Somerset  County  Council  on  the  fonner 
Westonzoyland  airfield.
